The Asiatic. Petroleum Company have 
closed their offices at- Wuchow ; the staff 
have evatuated,.and the remaining stocks 
of oil were brought away ino number, 


of lighters, and motor. boats, convoyed 
by, H.M.8, Cicala. This withdrawal is 


‘stated to be on-account of the oi] mono- 


poly created by the military authorities, 
and interference with trade by the Strike 
Union, which taxed. ‘every, ton.of oi] de. 
livered. 

' For some ‘time the A. P.C. supplied the 
Military, but’ this arrangement made -it 
dificult for.the owners of motor-boats 
and Chinese merchants 2S oil, 
except with the sanction of the Military, 
or from the Military ‘itself.
